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Theft suspect arrested 


after search by WPD 


Josie D. Wilcox, 36, of Wabash, 
apprehended late Tuesday

After asking for the public 
help Tuesday afternoon, theft 
suspect Josie D. Wilcox, 36, 
of Wabash, was arrested by 
the Wabash Police Depart- 
ment (WPD) a few hours 
later. 

When Cpt. Matt A. Ben- 
son, WPD public informa- 
tion officer, first asked for the 
public’s help, he stated there 
was a $1,000 reward “if you 
have information that leads to 
an arrest.” 

“Wilcox has several out- 
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standing warrants and is 
a suspect in several theft 
cases,” stated Benson. ““Wil- 
cox is a white male, 5-foot 
6-inches, 170 pounds, with 
blonde hair and blue eyes.” 

In response to a Plain Deal- 
er request for more informa- 
tion, Benson released another 
statement later in the day an- 
nouncing Wilcox’s arrest by 
WPD officers at 8:04 p.m. in 
the old Hoosier Point parking 
lot.

Manchester pivots toward career-focused programs 


University is adding 
programs in the 
health sciences, 
other areas

Manchester University is 
adding programs in the health 
sciences and others with 
strong potential. 

“We are pivoting toward 
programs that prospective 
students want,’ said Presi- 
dent Dave McFadden. “To- 


day’s high school students 
and their parents are looking 
for a place that offers a clear 
return on their investment, 
whether that’s a good-paying 
job right after commencement 
or acceptance into graduate 
school.” 

McFadden, for example, 
announced last week that 
Manchester is working to add 
a Master of Science degree 
in nutrition and the emerg- 
ing field of nutrigenomics, 
which studies the relationship 
between a person’s DNA, 


nutrition and health. 

The Board of Trustees has 
approved a proposal to offer 
the five-year master’s degree 
program, with three years at 
the undergraduate level in 
North Manchester and two 
at the graduate level in Fort 
Wayne. 

Manchester is also seeking 
accreditation for a bachelor’s 
degree in nursing, which is 
in response to a nationwide 
shortage. It has added an on- 
line pharmacogenomics mas- 
ter’s degree, which will soon 


graduate its first class. 

“Why are we doing this? 
One practical reason is that 
there is market opportunity: 
There is a critical shortage 
of health-care professionals, 
and exploding traditional and 
adult student interest in those 
professions. 

“More importantly,’ Mc- 
Fadden said, “health-care pro- 
fessions align closely with our 
mission to graduate persons 
of ability and conviction who

The Wabash County Unit- 
ed Fund (WCUF) recently 
awarded Hoosiers Feeding 
the Hungry $1,000 to be used 
to serve Wabash County resi- 
dents, according to a press 
release. 

“United Fund is pleased to 
be able to include the Meat 
the Need program for fund- 
ing for 2020,’ stated Steve 
Johnson, executive director of 
WCUF. “It is a challenge for 
food pantries to keep enough 
meat in their facilities for the 
level of need in our commu- 
nities. We hope the program 
will help address food inse- 
curity in Wabash County.” 

According to the latest 
Feeding America Map the 
Meal Gap report, Indiana has 
887,070 people struggling 
with hunger — 273,380 of 
which are children and a third 
of Indiana residents who are 
food insecure still don’t qual- 
ify for assistance. 

“There are many Hoosiers 
out there who are work- 
ing, trying to pay their bills 
and still can’t afford to put 
enough food on the table to 
feed their families,” stated the 
release.

vehicle and ... arrested for 
three warrants,’ stated Ben- 
son. “Two were felony war- 
rants. Wilcox was additionally 
charged with possession of 
methamphetamine and resist- 
ing law enforcement. Wilcox 
was medically cleared and 
transported to Wabash County 
Jail.” 

According to court records, 
one of the felony warrants was 
issued Wednesday, Oct. 16 for 
a felony theft charge where 
the value of the property is be- 
tween $750 and $50,000. 


A second felony warrant 
was issued Monday, Oct. 21 
on a felony theft charge when 
the defendant has a prior con- 
viction for either theft or con- 
version. A status conference 
in that case with Vanderpool 
will take place at the same 
time. 

The third warrant was for a 
misdemeanor charge of con- 
version also issued Wednes- 
day, Oct. 16. 

Wilcox’s initial hearing has 
been scheduled for 1 p.m. 
Thursday, Oct. 31 with Judge 
Benjamin Vanderpool. 

Benson stated the female 
driver of the Bobbie L. Owen, 
35, of Lagro, was also arrest-

ed for an unrelated warrant. 

According to court records, 
Owens’ warrant was issued 
Monday, Oct. 28 for a mis- 
demeanor charge of driv- 
ing while suspended, with a 
knowing violation and prior 
conviction within the last 10 
years. 

Benson stated these arrests 
were a joint effort between 
Wabash City Police, Wabash 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
Wabash Drug Task Force and 
Indiana State Police. 

“A criminal charge is mere- 
ly an accusation. Every defen- 
dant is presumed innocent un- 
til and unless proven guilty,” 
stated Benson.

“The children coming to 
see the pumpkins at an early 
age, maybe we’re inspiring 
them to try art so that they 
could do a pumpkin,” she 
said. “Last year, we actually 
had a young lady who did 
one of the pumpkins that she 
came and saw it as a child. 
She was really excited. She 
was like, ‘I finally get to do 
a pumpkin for the Indoor 
Pumpkin Walk.” 

Smith said if children want 
to stop by during trick-or- 
treating hours to pick up 
their pumpkins, they could. 

“Then whatever pump- 
kins we have left, if they’re 
not necessarily a Halloween 
theme, we’ll put them out- 
side,” she said. “If they are, 
we have a farm that we can 
take them to to dispose of 
them. They actually get re- 
purposed. 

Smith said given the wild 
swings in precipitation and 
temperatures in the past few 
weeks, they decided to have 
the students paint most of 


the pumpkins rather than 
carve them. 

“T like how bright the col- 
ors are. And I think it gave 
a lot of students a chance 
to be more creative be- 
cause it is hard to etch,” she 
said. “You can cover more 
pumpkin with decoration if 
you’re new at it by painting 
than by etching. So, they 
were encouraged to etch if 
they can. Paint. Embellish. 
They did all three, which 


is wonderful.” 

Smith said the first year 
they carved them, with last- 
ing olfactory consequences. 

“You’d walk in, it’s like, 
‘Oh, that smell. I know that 
smell.’ The next year, the de- 
cision was made ... just etch 
them. And that worked. But 
once again it comes down to 
the pumpkin. It’s got to be a 
pretty thick-skinned pump- 
kin and a thicker wall and 
that helps,” she said.

Purdue Pharma paid 
CEO $9M in year 
before bankruptcy

OxyContin maker Purdue 
Pharma paid its CEO $9 mil- 
lion and its board chairman 
nearly $4 million in the 12 
months before the company’s 
bankruptcy filing last month, 
according to recently filed fi- 
nancial documents. 

Five other board members 
overseeing the private compa- 
ny were paid a combined $3.7 
million over that span. 

Purdue, a privately held 
company that usually does 
not disclose detailed financial 
information, had to make the 
information public as a part of 
its bankruptcy proceedings. 

Charles Elson, director of 
the Weinberg Center for Cor- 
porate Governance at the Uni- 
versity of Delaware, said it’s 
hard to compare CEO Craig 
Landau’s pay package to oth- 
er executives. But the money 
paid to Steve Miller, a corpo- 
rate turnaround specialist who 
was brought in to lead Pur- 


due’s board of directors last 
year, seems excessive, he said. 

“In a public company, that 
would be a rather extraordi- 
nary sum to pay a non-exec 
chair,’ Elson said, while not- 
ing that Purdue can pay what- 
ever it wants. 

“In a private company, 
it’s private and it’s between 
them,” he said. 

In a statement Wednesday, 
Purdue said its employees 
have highly specialized skills 
that would be hard to replace. 

“During the past several 
years, employees have had 
to work under very challeng- 
ing conditions as litigation 
has accelerated and the com- 
pany has been targeted by the 
plaintiffs in the media,’ the 
company said. “Throughout 
this period, Purdue’s em- 
ployees and executives have 
maintained their professional- 
ism and continued to develop, 
manufacture and provide safe 
and effective, FDA-approved 
medicines to meet patients’ 
needs.”

cities to bring in jobs. So 
when he learned the online 
retail giant had poured $1 
million into remaking the 
Seattle City Council with 
more business-friendly 
candidates, he pulled out 
his wallet. 

The New York resident 
sent $15 to socialist council 


member Kshama Sawant, a 


target of the online retail 
giant. While that doesn’t 
compare to Amazon’s un- 
precedented spending Oct. 
14, about 1,900 others also 


have donated to Sawant 


since then, her campaign 
says. It’s a dramatic rise 
in support and a reflection 
of the risk Amazon is tak- 
ing as it splashes into the 
politics of its liberal home- 
town. 

Many in Seattle aren’t 
happy with the council, 
but they also may not like 
a company headed by the 
world’s richest man, Jeff 
Bezos, trying to influence 
their vote. As historic in- 
come inequality fuels 
homelessness and soaring 
housing prices, some pro- 
gressives elsewhere don’t 
like it either. 

“Amazon could do this in 
hundreds of places around 
the country with all the 
money they’re not paying 
in taxes,” said Sweeney, a 
28-year-old software en- 
gineer turned carpenter in 


Valley Stream, New York. 

With seven of the nine 
Seattle council seats in play 
Nov. 5, business interests 
see an opportunity to shift 
city leadership closer to the 
political center and away 
from a bent to potentially 
tax big companies to fund 
homeless services or im- 
prove public transit. 

The council is officially 
nonpartisan, but Republi- 
cans stand little chance of 
getting elected in Seattle, 
and many of the business- 
backed candidates are 
moderate to progressive 
Democrats. The race will 
decide whether the coun- 
cil is dominated by social- 
ists and extremely liberal 
Democrats or more centrist 
ones. 

“We are contributing to 
this election because we 


care deeply about the future 
of Seattle,” Amazon spokes- 
man Aaron Toso said in a 
statement. “We believe it is 
critical that our hometown 
has a City Council that is 
focused on pragmatic solu- 
tions to our shared challeng- 
es in transportation, home- 
lessness, climate change 
and public safety.” 
Progressive Democratic 
presidential candidates 
Elizabeth Warren and Ber- 
nie Sanders are among 
those accusing Amazon of 
trying to buy the council. 
The elections come a year 
after a political debacle that 
damaged the council’s pop- 
ularity. The leaders unani- 
mously passed the “Ama- 
zon tax,” designed to make 
lucrative companies con- 
tribute more to affordable 
housing for the homeless.

“Children should remem- 
ber to be cautious crossing 
streets while drivers should 
pay close attention when driv- 
ing through neighborhood 
streets,” stated the release. 

When creating a Halloween 
costume, it is important to: 

m Avoid using dark cos- 
tume colors, as it could make 
it difficult for drivers to see 
the children. If avoiding dark 
colors is impossible, place 
reflective tape on costumes 
and bags so trick-or-treaters 
are more visible to drivers at 
night. 

E Avoid masks that can re- 
strict vision.

‘Operation Safe 
Halloween’ 


Halloween will be safer 
for children across Indiana 
thanks to an annual statewide 
initiative to closely monitor 
sex offenders and keep them 
off community streets during 
the youth-oriented holiday, 
according to a press release. 

Indiana Department of Cor- 
rections Parole Services Divi- 
sion will be participating in 
Operation Safe Halloween. 
Parole staff are working with 
local law enforcement, proba- 
tion and community correc- 
tions agencies within their 
community to ensure full 
compliance and accountabil- 
ity. 

On Thursday, October 31, 
paroled sex offenders in each 
of the state’s 10 parole dis- 
tricts must adhere to a special 
curfew and restrictions during 
each community’s scheduled 
trick-or-treat hours. Sex of- 
fenders will be required to 
attend a mandatory meeting, 
turn in safety plans for the 
evening, or remain at home 


and not pass out candy. 

As with previous years, sex 
offenders who remain at their 
approved residence have been 
advised to turn off their out- 
side lights during the evening 
hours, refrain from display- 
ing Halloween decorations, 
and some will post signs that 
they are not participating in 
passing out candy. All sex of- 
fenders will also be subject to 
unannounced home visits and 
compliance checks. 

“Our parole staff will be 
diligent in keeping our com- 
munities safe. For events 
such as this, law enforcement 
agencies must work together 
to promote public safety. 
Operation Safe Halloween 
allows our parole agents to 
more effectively monitor sex 
offenders and give parents in 
our community some peace 
of mind on what should be 
a fun family holiday,’ stated 
Troy Keith, director of parole 
services.

Facebook and Google should accept 
responsibility for political ads 


Two of the largest information 
companies on Earth are making a 
mockery of Washington state cam- 
paign law. 

The law requires Facebook and 
Google, like every other carrier of 
political advertising in the state, to 
keep a publicly available ledger of 
all political advertisement buyers 
and other information. But neither 
company obeys it. 

Instead, each announced in 2018 
that they would stop accepting 
advertisements for state and local 
political campaigns in Washington. 
This shutdown and a combined 
$450,000 payment were supposed 
to resolve a lawsuit Attorney Gen- 
eral Bob Ferguson filed against the 
companies for failing to disclose 
political advertisement transac- 
tions. 

The settlement had reasonable 
enough logic: If the two online 
advertising Goliaths couldn’t man- 
age to keep political advertising 
records available for public inspec- 
tion, then they’d get out of that line 
of business. But then Facebook and 
Google tossed the deal glibly aside 
and went right back to business. 
Washington needs stronger laws 
to hold campaigns as well as tech 
companies accountable for meeting 


disclosure requirements. 

Seattle Times reporter David 
Gutman reported Monday that 
Facebook and Google have each 
freely sold advertising across the 
political spectrum within Washing- 
ton during this campaign season. 
This is their right, provided they 
follow the disclosure instructions 
in state law. Google and Facebook 
have shown no more willingness to 
obey the rules than before Fergu- 
son first took them to court. 

It defies belief to see companies 
that make billions of dollars from 
organizing millions of Americans’ 
online lives claim they cannot ad- 
equately track the advertising. 
Google and Facebook are pub- 
lishing advertisements and must 
obey regulations of venturing into 
that marketplace, or else withdraw 
from it. 

Washington is among at least five 
states that have special political 
restrictions under new disclosure 
laws, according to Google’s page 
of advertising restrictions. Yet in 
the real world, campaigns buy a 
torrent of ads, and the tech compa- 
nies are serving them out to thou- 
sands upon thousands of users. 

This state must ratchet up its 
response. Already, the state Public

Disclosure Commission has filed a 
new complaint against Facebook 
over a fresh round of alleged in- 
adequate record keeping. Spec- 
tacularly wealthy, tech-innovating 
companies can surely comply with 
a three-sentence state law. 


The matter ought to resonate 
deep within both companies’ head- 
quarters. For much of October, 
a letter signed by more than 250 
Facebook workers has aired a com- 
plaint within the company against 
its laissez-faire approach to politi- 
cal advertising, a situation that is 
mirrored far beyond the company’s 
California campus. 

Americans have watched one 
presidential election cycle dragged 
into the muck of disinformation 
and have deep concerns about fur- 
ther destabilization in 2020. For 
Facebook and Google, the time has 
arrived to map out terms for po- 
litical advertising that can be pro- 
ductive in American’s democratic 
process. If the companies and 
campaigns continue to fail at coop- 
eration, lawmakers should impose 
new restrictions on how political 
business is done.

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New poll poses serious questions 
about Dem impeachment drive 


There’s no doubt Democrats in 
Washington are hell-bent on im- 
peaching President Trump over 
the Ukraine matter. 
But after weeks of 
polling, it is still un- 
clear precisely what 
Americans outside 
the Beltway think.

But in the last few weeks, 

many have asked a variation of: “Do 

you support or oppose impeaching 
President Trump?” 

A new poll, however, done by 
Suffolk University for USA Today, 
gets at some of the nuance behind 
public opinion on the president and 
Ukraine. 

The Suffolk pollsters gave 1,000 
registered voters an opportunity to 
choose among three options regard- 
ing impeachment. Which did re- 
spondents personally prefer? 

“A. The House of Representatives 
should vote to impeach President 
Trump. 

“B. The House should continue 
investigating Trump, but not vote to 
impeach him. 

“C. Congress should drop its in- 
vestigations into President Trump 
and administration.” 

Thirty-six percent of those polled 
said the House should vote to im- 
peach; 22 percent said the House 
should continue investigation but 
not impeach; and 37 percent said 
the House should drop its investiga- 
tions. The last 5 percent did not have 
an answer or refused to give one. 

Looking inside the results, there 
are some major differences based on 
party, gender, race and more. 

Seventy percent of Democrats said 
the House should vote to impeach, 
while just 8 percent of Republicans 
and 22 percent of independents fa- 
vored an impeachment vote.

Twenty-one percent of Democrats 
favored more investigation but not 
impeachment, while 15 percent of 
Republicans and 34 percent of inde- 
pendents agreed. 

And just 8 percent of Democrats 
favored dropping the House investi- 
gations altogether, while 71 percent 
of Republicans and 36 percent of 
independents favored the no-more- 
investigations option. 

Forty-one percent of women sup- 
ported a House vote to impeach, 
while just 31 percent of men did. 
(Nearly equal numbers of women 
and men, 22 and 23 percent, re- 
spectively, wanted to see the inves- 
tigation continue without impeach- 
ment.) Forty-two percent of men 
wanted to see the investigation 
dropped entirely, versus 32 percent 
of women. 

Thirty percent of the white vot- 
ers and 38 percent of Hispanic 
voters polled wanted a House im- 
peachment vote, versus 73 percent 
of black voters. Forty-five percent 
of white voters wanted the matter 
dropped, along with 28 percent of 
Hispanic voters, while just 7 percent 
of black voters favored that result. 

The overall message of the poll 
is that there is a range of opinions 
among voters that is more complex 
than much of the yes-impeach-no- 
don’t-impeach commentary in the 
media today. But the Suffolk ques- 
tions do leave at least one issue un- 
clear. 

The opinions of those who want a 
House impeachment vote, as well as 
those who want the House to drop its 
investigations altogether, are pretty 
clear. But what about those who say 
the House should “continue inves- 
tigating Trump, but not vote to im- 
peach him”? Does “not” mean not 
vote ever? Does it mean impeach if 
new evidence is discovered? Or just 
exercise oversight? 

Fortunately, another question in 
the poll sheds some light on that. It 
is about the infamous phone conver- 
sation between Trump and Ukrai- 


nian President Volodymyr Zelensky: 

“The White House has released a 
transcript summary of a July 25th 
phone call in which President Trump 
encouraged the Ukrainian president 
to pursue investigations involving 
Democratic rival Joe Biden, and 
hacking allegations in the 2016 elec- 
tion. Which comes closest to your 
view? A. The phone conversation 
is an impeachable offense. B. The 
phone conversation was wrong, but 
doesn’t rise to an impeachable of- 
fense. C. There was nothing wrong 
with the phone conversation.” 

Thirty-eight percent said the con- 
versation is an impeachable offense. 
Twenty-one percent said the conver- 
sation was wrong, but not impeach- 
able. And 31 percent said there was 
nothing wrong with the conversa- 
tion. Ten percent were undecided. 

That means, at the moment, ac- 
cording to Suffolk, there is a bare 
majority that does not believe Trump 
should be impeached for the phone 
call — which, of course, is the heart 
of the Democrats’ impeachment ef- 
fort. The number that believes the 
call is an impeachable offense, 38 
percent, is well below what could be 
called a groundswell. The 10 percent 
who haven’t decided are important. 

The Suffolk numbers suggest 
many Americans hold complex 
views of the Trump impeachment. 
Some are fine with continued in- 
vestigation, although large numbers 
don’t believe they have yet seen an 
impeachable offense. The numbers 
of people who are ready to impeach 
Trump now, or who believe the 
whole thing should be called off, are 
not big enough to win the day. 

Just as they did after the release of 
the Mueller report, Democrats now 
hope televised hearings will con- 
vince Americans that the president 
must be impeached. It didn’t work 
out before. Now, the Suffolk poll 
suggests Democrats should be cau- 
tious as they try again.

Trump ordered 
the raid that killed 
Baghdadi. Would 
Biden have done 
the same? 


President Trump deserves credit for 
ordering the operation that killed Islamic 
State leader Abu Bakr al-Baghdadi. It 
was a high-risk mission 
that required U.S. forces 
to fly hundreds of miles 
into al-Qaida-controlled 
territory to storm a heav- 
ily armed terrorist com- 
pound. If things had 
gone horribly wrong, 
Trump would have been 
blamed and borne the 
consequences. Just ask 
Jimmy Carter how the 
Desert One disaster affected his reelec- 
tion. Trump knew the political risks but 
gave the order to go anyway. 

Would Joe Biden have done the same? 
Unlikely. 

The former vice president advised 
Barack Obama not to carry out the raid 
that killed Osama bin Laden. As Mark 
Bowden, author of “The Finish: The 
Killing of Osama bin Laden,’ explained 
in 2012, “The only major dissenters 
were Biden and [then-Defense Secre- 
tary Robert] Gates, and before the raid 
was launched, Gates would change his 
mind.” During a meeting in the Situa- 
tion Room, Biden later recalled, Obama 
turned to him and asked, “Joe, what do 
you think?” Biden answered, “Mr. Presi- 
dent, my suggestion is don’t go.” Worse, 
his reason had nothing to do with nation- 
al security. According to Bowden, Biden 
told the president that “if the effort failed, 
Obama could say goodbye to a second 
term.” At the moment America had the 
man responsible for the 9/11 attacks in 
her sights, Biden was worried about poli- 
tics, the absolute last thing a commander 
in chief should be thinking about in 
such circumstances. In the end, Bowden 
writes, “every one of the president’s top 
advisers except Biden was in favor of im- 
mediate action.” 

Yet, rather than praise Trump for or- 
dering the killing of Baghdadi, Biden 
blasted the president, declaring the raid 
succeeded “despite his ineptitude as 
commander in chief.” The man who op- 
posed the bin Laden operation criticizes 
the man who approved the Baghdadi 
operation? That’s rich. And it was the 
Obama-Biden administration’s with- 
drawal from Iraq in 2011 that allowed 
the Islamic State to rise from the ashes 
of defeat and build a caliphate the size of 
Britain. Talk about ineptitude. 

Obama’s rejection of Biden’s advice 
not to go after bin Laden does not ab- 
solve Obama of criticism for his broader 
policy in the fight against terrorism. After 
the bin Laden operation, many pointed 
out the irony that Obama’s signature 
national security accomplishment was 
made possible by information gained 
from the CIA interrogation program 
that he had shut down on his third day 
in office. As former acting CIA direc- 
tor Mike Morrell has explained, the key 
piece of intelligence that led the CIA to 
bin Laden — information on bin Laden’s 
principal courier, including his nickname 
Abu Ahmed al-Kuwaiti — came from de- 
tainees in CIA custody. 

Similarly, Trump’s bold decision to 
go forward with the Baghdadi operation 
does not absolve him of criticism for his 
Syria policy. The fact is, taking out the 
Islamic State leader would not have been 
possible without the U.S. boots on the 
ground that Trump has announced he is 
withdrawing, or without the help of the 
Kurdish allies whom Trump is abandon- 
ing. It was the Kurds who cultivated the 
source inside Baghdadi’s inner circle 
who gave us actionable intelligence 
about his location. So, the Kurds not 
only took 11,000 casualties in the fight to 
drive the Islamic State from its physical 
caliphate, but they also gave us the criti- 
cal lead that led us to Baghdadi’s door- 
step. It’s fair to ask whether the same 
operation would have been possible six 
months from now thanks to Trump’s 
drawdown and betrayal of the Kurds. 

Our Kurdish allies deserve better. And 
we still need them. According to a Pen- 
tagon inspector general’s report, even 
before Trump’s most recent withdrawal 
announcement, the Islamic State was 
“resurging in Syria.” It has between 
14,000 and 18,000 members, as well as 
about 3,000 foreign fighters under arms 
in Syria and Iraq. The New York Times 
reports that before Trump’s decision to 
greenlight Turkey’s invasion, Kurdish 
forces were conducting as many as a 
dozen counterterrorism missions a day, 
but now those have ceased. The Kurds 
were also guarding about 10,000 cap- 
tured Islamic State fighters, including 
about 2,000 foreign fighters. Now, ac- 
cording to the State Department, more 
than 100 of those detainees have escaped 
and “we do not know where they are.” 

And while the loss of Baghdadi is a ma- 
jor blow, the Islamic State has survived 
similar blows before. Thanks to Trump, 
Baghdadi is dead. But the Islamic State 
is not. We still need to keep a boot on 
its neck, and that requires boots on the 
ground — and allies such as the Kurds.

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Add a little fruit and fiber 


to your morning mutfin

I don’t bake muffins often, 
but when I do, I try to make 
them healthy and have them 
on hand for an easy break- 
fast or a snack. My issue 
with muffins is that they 
often resemble mini-cakes, 
packed with sugar and fat. 
To some extent, this can’t 
be avoided if you wish to 
eat a muffin that doesn’t 
resemble a hockey puck or 
bird food. 

But I adjust, reducing 
some of the sugar and fat 
and adding healthy grains 
or cereals, fruit and nuts to 
the batter. I also add grated 
fruit, which is a key ingre- 
dient for natural sweetness 
and moisture. 

Grated apple is the star 
of this recipe, which also 
includes raisins, chopped 
nuts and oats for extra fi- 
ber. As muffins go, they are 
reasonably healthy, while 
sufficiently naughty to in- 
dulge a craving for some- 
thing moist and sweet. You 
can tweak this recipe if you 
like — just make sure to fol- 
low the ratios. In place of 
apple, try adding grated car- 
rot, zucchini or pear; and 
bran can be substituted for 
the oats. There’s no need to 
peel the fruit. The nutrients 
in the skin add a little extra 
healthy boost — Pll take my 
small victories where I can. 


Apple Oat Muffins 
Active Time: 10 minutes 
Total Time: 35 minutes 
Yield: Makes 12 (21/2-inch) 

muffins 

1/2 cup light brown sugar 

1/4 cup vegetable oil 

2 large eggs, room temperature 

1/4 cup unsulphured molasses 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 cup buttermilk 

11/2 cups all-purpose flour 

1 cup old-fashioned oats 

11/2 teaspoons ground cin- 
namon 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1/2 teaspoon baking soda 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

1 cup raisins 

1 medium sweet and crisp 
apple, such as Honey Crisp,

Preheat the oven to 350 
degrees. Oil a 12-muffin tin 
(or line with paper liners). 

Mix the sugar and oil 
in the bowl of an electric 
mixer fitted with a whisk 
attachment. Add the eggs, 
one at a time, mixing well 
after each addition. Mix in

the molasses and vanilla, 
and then mix in the butter- 
milk. 

Whisk the flour, oats, 
cinnamon, baking powder, 
baking soda and salt to- 
gether in a bowl. Add to the 
sugar mixture and mix on 
low speed until just com- 
bined, without overmixing. 
Stir in the raisins, apple 
and walnuts, if using. 


Spoon the batter into the 
muffin tin or paper liners, 
filling them. Transfer to the 
oven and bake until a tester 
comes out clean, about 25 
minutes. Cool 10 minutes 
in the pan, then remove and 
cool the muffins complete- 
ly on a rack. Store in an 
airtight container at room 
temperature for up to two 
days. 
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Cauliflower 
‘osso buco’

Cauliflower steaks are a 
great culinary alternative to 
various animal-based pro- 
teins. If you follow a plant- 
based diet, think about using 
them in place of beef, veal or 
other animal proteins. Foods 
that are rich in vitamin C, like 
cauliflower, can help with 
iron absorption. As a cruci- 
ferous vegetable that contains 
phytochemicals, cauliflower 
may also have cancer-fighting 
properties. 


Cauliflower “Osso Buco” 


Makes 3 serving. 

Per Serving: 210 calories, 
6 g total fat (1 g saturated 
fat), 37 g carbohydrate, 9 g 
protein, 200 mg sodium. 

Prep Time: 15 minutes 

Cook Time: 15 minutes 
Ingredients: 

1 Ib. fresh cauliflower head 

1/4 cup white whole-wheat flour 

1 Tbsp. olive oil 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

2 carrots, chopped 

2 tsp. lemon zest 

1 cup no salt added tomato 
paste 

11/2 cups low sodium vegetable 
broth (may need more) 

Salt and black pepper, to taste 


Directions 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees 
F 

Wash and slice cauliflower 
into “steaks.” 

Dredge cauliflower in flour 
(you may need to dip it in wa- 


ter briefly first to get the flour 
to stick). 

Place olive oil in large skil- 
let and briefly brown the cau- 
liflower steaks on medium 
high heat until a rich golden 
color. Turn at least once dur- 
ing cooking to prevent burn- 
ing and ensure steaks have 
a slight golden crust on both 
sides. 

Push cauliflower to the side 
of the pan (or remove it to a 
plate if pan is too crowded) 
and add the garlic, carrots and 
lemon zest. Sauté for 3-5 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. 

Add the tomato paste and 
broth and stir until blended. (If 
you removed the cauliflower 
from the pan in step 3, add it 
back to the pan at this time.) 

Cover the pan and place in 
the 350 degree F oven to bake 
for approximately 45 minutes 
until the cauliflower is soft 
and the sauce is blended. 

Check on it periodically to 
ensure there is enough liquid 
in the pan (you are braising 
the cauliflower, so the liquid 
should partially cover it while 
it cooks). 

Adjust seasonings, if need- 
ed. 

To serve, garnish with gre- 
molata. 

To make gremolata: Us- 
ing a small bowl, combine 4 
cloves of finely minced gar- 
lic, 1/2 cup washed and finely 
chopped fresh parsley, and 1 
Tbsp. lemon zest. Cover and 
refrigerate until ready to use.

Actress Gugu Mbatha-Raw 
dazzles with sheer variety of jobs

NEW YORK — Some- 
times it seems like Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw is playing 
some crazy version of show- 
biz Bingo. 

This is a woman who has 
assembled an astonishing va- 
riety of roles in her 36 years. 
Big-budget Hollywood 
blockbuster? Sure, “A Wrin- 
kle in Time.” What about an 
18th-century English drama? 
Of course, “Belle.” Any ro- 
mantic comedies? Check out 
“Larry Crowne.” 

She’s been on Broadway, 
in Shakespeare’s “Hamlet” 
no less. And a classic Dis- 
ney musical with “Beauty 
and the Beast.’ Sci-fi? Of 
course, look at “Cloverfield 
Paradox.” Voicing a puppet? 
Check out “The Dark Crys- 
tal: Age of Resistance.” 

“I always like the idea 
of being a chameleon,” 
Mbatha-Raw says. “I always 
like to feel like  m stretching 
myself and doing something 
opposite to what I did before. 
Because that keeps me inter- 
ested and hopefully keeps 
other people interested.” 

The actress has a clutch of 
projects coming out this fall 
and they’re typically diverse: 
the film noir feature “Moth- 
erless Brooklyn,” the flag- 
ship Apple TV Plus stream- 
ing drama “The Morning 
Show” and the searing indie 
film “Farming.” 

Mbatha-Raw plays a love 
interest opposite Edward 
Norton in the actor-director’s 
adaption of Jonathan Let- 
hem’s 1999 novel “Moth- 
erless Brooklyn” about a 
private eye with Tourette’s 
syndrome. 

Norton went back in time 
to plunk the story in 1959 
and created Mbatha-Raw’s 
character, a community ac- 


tivist from Harlem who forg- 
es an unexpected bond with 
the detective. 

“They’re both overlooked 
in different ways,’ she says. 
“T think they see something 
in each other where no one 
else sort of sees them, which 
I thought was really beauti- 
ful.” 

Mbatha-Raw is an actress 
who does her research. For 
“A Wrinkle in Time,’ she 
visited NASA’s Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory, so naturally 
she went to great lengths to 
get the tone right — walking 
around Harlem, listening to 
Miles Davis and Billie Holi- 
day. 

“When you’re filming in 
New York, the history is all 
around you,” she says. “And 
it’s such a treat because it re- 
ally grounds you in a sense 
of place and time,” she said. 

Mbatha-Raw goes from 
the *50s to the present day 
for “The Morning Show,” a 
series about the cutthroat off- 
camera world of a morning 
TV show that stars Jennifer 
Aniston, Reese Witherspoon 
and Steve Carell. 

She plays an ambitious 
talent booker and says the 
show is deeply influenced by 
our post-#MeToo era media 
landscape. “It goes to some 
really interesting dark plac- 
es,’ she says. “It’s quite juicy 
and Machiavellian.” 

Mbatha-Raw graduated 
from London’s Royal Acad- 
emy of Dramatic Arts and 
soon found parts on TV 
and the stage, like on “Doc- 
tor Who” and opposite Jude 
Law in “Hamlet.” Subse- 
quent highlights include the 
Emmy-winning “Black Mir- 
ror” episode “San Junipero” 
and her first starring film role 
in “Belle.” 

Her work often explores 
race — as she did playing a 


biracial aristocrat in “Belle” 
— but she’s also appeared in 
work in which her own race 
is not commented on, like in 
the multicultural cast of “A 
Wrinkle in Time.” 

Mbatha-Raw’s father grew 
up under apartheid in South 
Africa and her mother is 
white and British. “Iden- 
tity interests me,” she says. 
“I like the freedom to be a 
three-dimensional artist that 
can explore all sides of hu- 
manity.” 

She has steered sharply into 
the topic of racial identity in 
one current project — “Farm- 
ing,” the harrowing, real-life 
tale of an African immigrant 
to England in the 1970s who 
somehow became a skin- 
head. It’s based on the life of 
Adewale Akinnuoye-Agba- 
je, who directs, co-stars and 
wrote the screenplay. 

Mbatha-Raw_ plays a 
kindly teacher, an amalgam 
of three or four real people 
who helped get Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje’s life back on track. 
The film is a terrifying look 
at identity and belonging. 

“When I first read the 
script, I thought, ‘Oh, this is 
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brutal. This is really harrow- 
ing. But I think you have 
to go on that journey. And I 
think it’s one of those ugly 
parts of our British history 
that we need to heal from. 
I think you have to sort of 
acknowledge these parts of 
history.” 

Akinnuoye-Agbaje had 
worked with Mbatha-Raw 
before — notable on the film 
“Concussion” — and needed 
an actress who exuded be- 
nevolence and purity. “While 
she’s an amazing talent as 
an actress, she has that as a 
human being,” he says. “It’s 
just so effortless for her.” 

Mbatha-Raw, who in 2017 
became a Member of the Or- 
der of the British Empire for 
her services to drama, makes 
her home in Los Angeles 
these days. This year marks 
the 10th anniversary of her 
first visit to America. 

“I definitely consider my- 
self British still, but I love 
America. I just love the spirit 
here. I love the work that 
gets made here. I think it’s a 
fascinating bundle of contra- 
dictions and it’s a dynamic 
place to live and work.” 
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Actor and comedian 
John Witherspoon 
dies at age 77 


LOS ANGELES (AP) 
Actor-comedian John 
Witherspoon, who memo- 
rably played Ice Cube’s fa- 
ther in the “Friday” films, 
has died. He was 77. 

Witherspoon’s family is- 
sued a statement to the web- 
site Deadline saying that 
Witherspoon died Tuesday 
in Los Angeles. No cause 
of death was released. 

The actor had a prolific 
career, co-starring in three 
“Friday” films, appearing 
on “The Wayans Bros.” 
television series and voic- 
ing the grandfather in “The 
Boondocks” animated se- 
ries. His film roles included 
“Vampire in Brooklyn” and 
“Boomerang,” and he was 
a frequent guest on “Late 
Show with David Letter- 
man.” 

For many, his most rec- 
ognizable role was “Pops,” 
Ice Cube’s father in the 
stoner comedy “Friday” 
and its two sequels, a crude 
but affectionate father try- 
ing to guide his son to be 
better. 
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“Life won’t be as funny 
without him,’ Ice Cube 
said in a Twitter post late 
Tuesday, adding that he 
was devastated by news of 
Witherspoon’s death. 

Regina King, who ap- 
peared as Witherspoon’s 
daughter in “Friday” and 
also voiced both of his 
grandsons in the animated 
series “The Boondocks” 
called him her “comedic 
inspiration” on Twitter. 

The family’s statement 
expressed shock at Wither- 
spoon’s death. It said With- 
erspoon is survived by his 
wife, Angela, and sons JD 
and Alexander. 

JD Witherspoon tweeted 
that he was happy for all 
the great times he and his 
dad had together. 

“We’d roast each other 
like homies more than Fa- 
ther & Son, and I really 
liked that. He was my best 
friend & my idol,” JD With- 
erspoon posted. “Love U 
Dad...’ 11 miss u.”

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Fed cuts rates a 3rd time this 
year but signals likely pause

WASHINGTON — The 
Federal Reserve cut its 
benchmark interest rate 
Wednesday for the third time 
this year to try to sustain the 
economic expansion in the 
face of global threats. But it 
hinted that it won’t likely cut 
again this year. 

The Fed’s move reduces 
the short-term rate it controls 
— which influences many 
consumer and business loans 
— to arange between 1.5 per- 
cent and 1.75 percent. 

A statement the Fed re- 
leased after its latest policy 
meeting removed a key 
phrase that it has used since 
June to indicate a future rate 
cut is likely. This could mean 
that Fed officials will prefer 
to leave rates alone while 
they assess how the economy 
fares in the months ahead. 

The immediate reaction in 
the stock and bond markets 
was muted as traders await- 
ed a news conference from 
Chairman Jerome Powell. 

The phrase the Fed dropped 
Wednesday from its policy 
statement had said it would 
“act as appropriate to sustain 
the expansion.” This was its 
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“Halloweeners” for trick-or- 
treating on from 5 to 8 p.m.

In its new state- 
ment, the Fed said instead 
that it will review the latest 
economic data as “it assesses 
the appropriate path” for its 
benchmark interest rate. 

The statement made few 
changes to the Fed’s descrip- 
tion of the economy, which 
it said was rising at “a mod- 
erate rate.” It noted that job 
gains have been solid and 
pointed to strength in con- 
sumer spending.

The economy is in its 11th 
year of expansion, fueled 
by consumer spending and 
a solid if slightly weakened 
job market.

global economy and a de- 
cline in U.S. manufacturing. 

The third rate cut of the 
year has partly reversed the 
four hikes that the Fed made 
last year in response to a 
strengthening economy. That 
was before rising global risks 
led the Fed to change course 
and begin easing credit. 
Lower rates are intended to 
encourage more borrowing 
and spending. 

Powell has said that the 
central bank’s rate reduc- 
tions are intended as a kind 
of insurance against threats 
to the economy.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The impeachment resolu- 
tion pushed by House Dem- 
ocrats would deny President 
Donald Trump the “most 
basic rights of due process,” 
the Senate’s top Republican 
said Wednesday, sharply 
criticizing the leaders be- 
hind the measure. 

The House was expected 
to vote Thursday as Demo- 
crats look to counter pro- 
tests from Trump and his 
Republicans allies that the 
impeachment process is il- 
legitimate and unfair. The 
resolution calls for open 
hearings and requires the 
House Intelligence Com- 
mittee to submit a report 
outlining its findings and 
recommendations. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
used a floor speech to go 
after House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, D-Calif., and House 
Intelligence Committee 
Chairman Adam Schiff, D- 
Calif., saying that “instead 
of setting a high bar, House 
Democrats seem deter- 
mined to set a new low.”

Djokovic overcomes wobble to 
reach Paris Masters 3rd round

PARIS — Four-time 


champion Novak Djokovic 
overcame a first-set wobble 
against unheralded Corentin 
Moutet, beating the 97th- 
ranked Frenchman 7-6 (2), 
6-4 to reach the third round of 
the Paris Masters on Wednes- 
day. 

The top-ranked Serb lost 
his serve to trail 4-3 and then 
needed to save two set points 
in order to hold the ninth 
game at 5-3 down. 

The 16-time Grand Slam 
winner broke back for 5-5 
against his 20-year-old op- 
ponent, who entered the 
main draw as a lucky loser 
and has never won a title, 
while Djokovic has 76 in his 
stellar career. 

“I didn’t play at the really 
high level. Lots of errors,” 
Djokovic said, praising his 
opponent. “He was pumped, 
I respect his fighting spirit.” 

Djokovic, who sounded 
a bit croaky when he was 
speaking after the match, 
explained he has been feel-

Djokovic, who lost last 
year’s final and last won here 
four years ago, dropped serve 
again as Moutet broke back 
to 4-2 in the second set. 

But he was untroubled fol- 
lowing that, and clinched the 
victory with a forehand win- 
ner down the line on his first 
match point. 

“The overriding feeling 
is one of disappointment. 
I had some opportunities,” 
said Moutet, who drew loud 
cheers with one audacious 
shot where he flicked the 
ball back between his legs 
and lobbed Djokovic. “I 
gave everything I had, and 
the fans helped me with 
that.” 

Djokovic, who stood to

CHARLOTTE, N.C. 
Martin Truex Jr. struggled 
on short tracks for 15 years 
before he finally snapped his 
streak of futility and swept 
this season at Richmond. 
He’d been inching his way 
closer to victory lane, only to 
come up empty in frustrating 
finish after frustrating finish. 

Martinsville Speedway 
wasn’t any kinder to Truex, 
who recalled “the first cou- 
ple times I came here, we 
were terrible. I mean, awful.” 

The trip to the shortest 
track on the NASCAR cir- 
cuit last weekend was dif- 
ferent. It was a vital playoff 
race. Truex was intent on 
collecting his first grand- 
father clock (Martinsville 
awards a clock instead of 
a traditional trophy, and he 
had gone so far as to choose 
a spot in his home for the 
prestigious item. 

“In my living room, you’ll 
be able to see it as soon as 
you walk in the front door,” 
he said. “I’ve actually looked 
at that spot before and 
thought, ‘That grandfather 
clock would look good right 
there.” 


Truex earned his first clock 
Sunday by demolishing the 
competition in leading all 
but 36 of the 500 laps. The 
long-awaited victory also 
locked him into NASCAR’s 
final four with the chance 
to race for the Cup Series 
championship Nov. 17 for 
the third consecutive year. 
His move to Joe Gibbs Rac- 
ing after Furniture Row Rac- 
ing closed at the end of last 
season has been almost flaw- 
less. 

Truex goes to Texas Motor 
Speedway this weekend as 
the only driver locked into 
the finale and leads the Cup 
series with seven victories. 

Crew chief Cole Pearn 
can literally do nothing the 
next two weeks but work 
on the No. 19 Toyota that 
Truex will race in the final 
at Homestead-Miami Speed- 
way — a luxury the other 
seven title contenders don’t 
have as they claw their way 
toward the remaining three 
slots. But sitting back isn’t 
part of the plan. 

Although Truex raced with 
Furniture Row for the title in 
four of the last five seasons 
— he won in 2017 and was 
runner-up to Joey Logano 


last year — he’d never be- 
fore won in the third round 
of the playoffs to earn an au- 
tomatic berth in the title race. 
Now that he’s locked in, he 
and Pearn want more. 
“We’ve never been in this 
position before — every 
time we’ve made the final 
four we’ve pointed our way 
in,” Truex said, referring the 
points standings. “We’ve 
never won in this round, so 
it’s new territory. It’s good 
territory to be in, but, hon- 
estly, we can’t change who 
we are. You race every week 
the same, just there’s more 
on the line as you go down 
the road here. ... we’re going 
to go try to win the next two. 
Just like here, we’ve never 
won the next two tracks, and 
we want to, so here we go.” 
Up first is Texas on Sun- 
day, where Truex is O for 
28. JGR teammate Denny 
Hamlin won at Texas in the 
spring, while Kevin Harvick 
dominated last fall before his 
victory was disqualified be- 
cause of an illegal part on his 
car. The tension in spots two 
through eight is thick, with 
Hamlin, Kyle Busch and 
Logano above the cutline for 
the final three positions at 


Homestead. 

Harvick’s playoffs have 
been mediocre and he is 
coming off two consecutive 
poor weeks of racing, Busch 
has looked nothing like he 
did while winning the reg- 
ular-season title and Chase 
Elliott’s mechanical prob- 
lems at Martinsville have put 
NASCAR’s most popular 
driver in a must-win situa- 
tion over the next two weeks. 

Ryan Blaney and Kyle 
Larson, both racing on bor- 
rowed time after surprise 
victories in the second round 
of the playoffs, are longshots 
but many believe if Larson 
qualifies for Homestead he 
could steal the title because 
the Florida track is one of his 
best. 

All of this leaves Truex, the 
only one with an actual tick- 
et to the title race, somewhat 
under the radar. 

His long journeyman ca- 
reer took him from B-level 
ride to B-level ride until he 
landed outside of Denver 
with mid-pack Furniture 
Row. But he and Pearn be- 
came a magical combination 
and turned the tiny team first 
into a contender and then 
into a champion. 


months of the year, has gone 
the opposite direction of 
Mcllroy.

How much 


are college 


athletes’ names 
and images worth?

How much are a college 
athlete’s name, image and 
likeness worth? And who 
would want to pay for them? 

The questions are front and 
center now that the NCAA, 
pressured by individual 
states that have started act- 
ing on their own, has taken 
a major step toward allowing 
athletes to make money off 
their fame. 

Deciding to reverse the 
prohibition on earning mon- 
ey was the easy part; deter- 
mining how much athletes 
can make, under what cir- 
cumstances and in a way that 
doesn’t permit abuses are 
bigger challenges that won’t 
be as simple to resolve. 

Whatever they come up 
with, opportunities to earn 
huge sums of money could 
very well be the exception, 
not the rule, according to 
those who observe and work 
in the markets. 

The board of governors for 
the nation’s largest govern- 
ing body met Tuesday and 
set a January 2021 deadline 
to have rules and regulations 
finalized across three divi- 
sions covering more than 
1,100 schools and 460,000 
athletes. 

Lawmakers in California 
and other states would like 
to lift all restrictions, letting 
the free market decide. But 
NCAA leaders, concerned 
about possible corruption 
and the use of endorsement 
deals to lure top recruits, are 
likely to take a far more cau- 
tious approach. 

“It’s really hard to play the 
speculation game as to what 
an athlete would be worth 
in the world the NCAA is 
envisioning because as best 
I can tell, their announce- 
ment essentially said that 
they will treat athletes like 
other students except 
when they won’t,” said Andy 
Schwarz, an economist who 
helped craft the Califor- 
nia bill signed into law last 
month that helped pushed 
the NCAA toward rewriting 
its regulations. 

There are some who be- 
lieve there is a potential to 
unlock real riches — if the 
athletes can somehow get 


organized. 
Earlier this week, the NFL 
Players’ Association an- 


nounced a partnership with 
the National College Play- 
ers Association, an advocacy 
group with no power to for- 
mally organize athletes as a 
union. The goal, according 
to NCPA executive direc- 
tor Ramogi Huma, is for the 
NFLPA’s licensing company 
to pursue opportunities for 
large numbers of players. 

At the top of the wish list: 
getting players a piece of 
the billions being paid by 
television networks to the 
NCAA and conferences for 
the rights to televise games. 

That might seem far- 
fetched, but when the 
NCAA was sued in 2014 
by former UCLA basketball 
star Ed O’ Bannon, attorneys 
for the plaintiffs argued that 
name, image and likeness 
rights extended to television 
broadcasts. 


“There’s no difference in 
name, image and likeness 
rights, whether they are for 
individual endorsements of 
the product or appearance in 
a broadcast,’ said Michael 
Hausfeld, the lead attorney 
in the O’ Bannon case. 

Bargaining agreements for 
professional athletes include 
compensation for using 
the athletes’ name, image 
and likeness in a broadcast, 
Hausfeld said. “There’s no 
reason that college athletes 
should be exempt from that.” 

A group licensing agree- 
ment directly with players 
could be a path to bringing 
back a version of the popular 
NCAA football video game 
that was suspended during 
the O’ Bannon case. 

Game maker EA Sports 
settled for $60 million to 
cover the 12 years in which 
the game was available. If 
such compensation were al- 
lowed in the future, each 
player could potentially be 
paid about $450 per year, as- 
suming a payout of $5 mil- 
lion per year for 130 Bowl 
Subdivision teams of 85 
scholarship players each. 

“The only reason why 
those video games don’t 
exist is because the schools 
didn’t want to let the players 
have their fair share,” Huma 
said. 

It’s unclear whether the 
NCAA will allow athletes 
to strike endorsement deals 
with local businesses (think 
car dealership or pizza 
joint), to charge for their 
autographs or sell memora- 
bilia the way professional 
athletes do. Those who work 
in college athletics expect 
the most plentiful opportu- 
nities will be online: Paying 
social media gigs could be a 
natural fit for many college 
athletes, they say. 

Schools would be wise to 
combine their players’ social 
media power with their own 
accounts, giving advertisers 
or sponsors much greater 
reach for their dollar, said 
Jim Cavale, founder of the 
INFLCR company, which 
works with teams at Duke, 
Miami, Oregon, Auburn, 
and dozens of other schools 
that want to help athletes 
promote their brands on so- 
cial media. 

Cavale said such exposure 
“becomes just as valuable, if 
not more valuable, than the 
stadium signage.” 

It’s doubtful the NCAA 
and its schools will be will- 
ing to allow players to sign 
sponsorship deals. The 
NCAA says it will never al- 
low students to be paid as if 
they were employees. 

So if group licensing is 
going to be a challenge and 
even local endorsement 
deals are unlikely to fly, 
what’s the market for real 
money going to be for a col- 
lege athlete?
